SUBJECT: HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION: AGENDA ITEM 6-SITUATION 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 

1 . FOLLOWING IN THE LAST PARAGRAPH IS AN INFORMAL 
DRAFT OF A PROPOSED RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT OF THE 
AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS ON SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

A COPY OF THE REPORT (E/CN.4/1222) HAS BEEN FORWARDED 
BY POUCH TO IO/HR FRANKLIN J. CRAWFORD. AGENDA ITEM 6 
IS SCHEDULED TO BE INTRODUCED MONDAY, FEBRUARY 28 BUT 
THIS DRAFT HAS NOT YET BEEN TABLED. 

2. WE HAVE ALREADY GIVEN TO THE CO-SPONSORS, 

UPPER VOLTA, RWANDA AND SENGAL, ORU PRELIMINARY 
REACTIONS TO THE DRAFT. WE HAVE NOTED IN PARTICULAR 
DIFFICULTIES WITH PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH 4 AND OPERATIVE 
PARAGRAPHS 5, 7, 8, 9, 12 AND 17 IN THE INTERESTS 

OF WORKING TOWARDS A RESOLUTION ON WHICH THE U.S. 

COULD DEMONSTRATE ITS SUPPORT, WE HAVE SUGGESTED THAT THE 
RESOLUTION BE DIVIDED INTO TWO SECTION, AS WAS DONE WITH 
THE RECENT RESOLUTION ON THE SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE 
EAST IN WHICH THE U.S. WAS ABLE TO VOTE "YES" ON ONE 
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PART WHILE VOTING "NO" ON ANOTHER. OPERATIVE PARA- 
GRAPH 19 OF THE RESOLUTION COMMENCES A PROPOSED RESOLUTION 
FOR ADOPTION BY THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL. WE 
HAVE SUGGESTED THAT IT IS THIS SECTION THAT COULD BE 
SLIGHTLY EXPANDED AND TREATED SEPARATELY. CO-SPONOSR 
SAID THEY WOULD CONSIDER THIS POSSIBILITY BUT WE DO 
NOT YET KNOW IF THIS WILL IN FACT BE ACCEPTED. 
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3. WE WOULD APPRECIATE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 
DETAINED COMMENTS ON THE ENTIRE RESOLUTION.

AGENDA ITEM 6: REPORT OF THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS 

UPPER VOLTA. RWANDA: DRAFT RESOLUTION 
THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS, 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 2 (XXIII), BY WHICH IT SET UP THE 
AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS, AND ITS RESOLUTIONS 21 (XXV), 

7 (XXVII), 19 (XXIX) AND 5 (XXXI), BY WHICH IT EXTENDED AND 
BROADENED THE TERMS OF REFERENCE OF THAT GROUP, 

RECOGNIZING THE CONTRIBUTION WHICH THE REPORTS OF THE AD HOC 
WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS HAVE MADE AND ARE CONTINUING TO MAKE 
TO THE SUSTAINED EFFORTS OF THE UNITED NATIONS TO SEEK OUT AND 
COMBAT THE CONSTANT AND FLAGRANT VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS, 

AND IN PARTICULAR THE POLICIES OF APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIM- 
INATION WHICH CONTINUE UNABATED IN WOUTH AFRICA, AS WELL AS IN 
NAMIBIA AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 

HAVING EXAMINED THE REPORT OF THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF 
EXPERTS (E/CN.4/1222), 

HAVING NOTED TAT THE AUTHORITIES OF SOUTH AFRICA CONTINUE TO 
OCCUPY NAMIBIA ILLEGALLY AND TO PERPETUATE THEIR ODIOUS POLICY OF 
APARTHEID AND RACAL DISCRIMINATION THERE, AND THAT THE REBEL 
GOVERNMENT OF RHODESIA IS NOT DISPLAYING ANDY GOOD WILL IN 
THE MATTER OF TRANSFER TO MAJORITY RULE, 
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EXPRESSING THE HOPE THAT THE EFFORTS ALREADY MADE TO 
NEGOTIATE A SETTLEMENT OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL PROBLEM IN 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA WILL RESUMED AND THAT ALL MEMBER STATES, IN 
CO-OPERATION WITH THE UNITED NATIONS, WILL COLLABORATE WITH A 
VIEW TO ERADICI ATIN G THE POLICY OF APARTHEID AND DISCRIMINATORY 
PRACTICES IN SOUTH AFRICAN NAMIBIA AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 

1 . REMAINS DEEPLY CONCERNED BY THE SITUATION WHICH CONTINUES 
TO PREVAIL IN SOUTHERN AFRICAN AND WHICH IS CHARACTERIZED BY A 
FLAGRANT DENIAL OF HUMAN RIGHTS 

TO THE AFRICAN POPULATION AND BY THE BRUTAL AND INHUMAN TREATMENT 
OF POLITICAL PRISONERS IN THATA PART OF THE CONTINENT; 

2. EXPRESSES ITS PROFOUND DISTRESS AT THE MASSACRES COMMITTED BY 
THE SOUTH AFRICAN POLICE DURING THE DEMONSTRATIONS AT SOWETO 
IN JUNE 1976; 

3. REAFFIRMS THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, AND THEIR RIGHT TO ENJOY ALL 
THE RIGHTS RECOGNIZED IN THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
AND IN THE VARIOUS INTERNATIONAL INSTRUMENT ON HUMAN RIGHTS; 

4. REQUESTS THE WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS TO INSTITUTE AN INQUIRY 
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IN RESPECT OF ANY PERSON WHO HAS BEEN GUILTY IN NAMIBIA OF THE 
CRIME OF APARTHEID OR OF A SERIOUS VIOLATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS, 
AND TO BRING RESULTS OF THAT INQIRY TO THE ATTENTION OF THE 
COMMISSION N HUMAN RIGHTS; 
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5. RECOMMENDS THAT THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL SHOULD DRAW 
THE ATTENTION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
TO THE DESIRABILITY OF ADOPTING SPECIFIC MEASURS, INCLUDING 
THOSE PROVIDED FOR IN CHAPTER VII OF THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS, WITH A VIEW TO PUTTING AND END TO THE ILLEGAL 
OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA BY SOUTH AFRICA; 

6. DENOUNCES THE POLICY OF "BANTUSTANIZATION" AS AN OBSTACLE TO 
ANY REAL APPLICATION OF THE PRINCIPLE OF SELF-DETERMINATION; 

7. APPROVES THE RECOMMENDATIONS SET FORTH IN THE DECLARATION AND 
PROGRAMME OF ACTION OF THE INTERNATIONAL SEMINAR ON THE ERADICAT- 
ION OF APARTHEID AND IN SUPPORT OF THE STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION 

IN WOUTH AFRICA (A/3 1/104), HELD AT HAVANA FROM 24 TO 28 MAY 
1976; 

8. DECIDES TO HAVE ITSELF REPRESENTED BY MEMBERS OF THE AD HOC 
WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS AT THE WORLD CONFERENCE FOR ACTION 
AGAINST APARTHEID TO BE HELD IN 1977, PURSUANT TO GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
RESOLUTION 31/6/G; 

9. ADOPTS ALL THE CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE AD HOC 
WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS; 

10. URGES ALL COUNTRIES WHICH ARE ENGAGING IN ACTIVITIES, EITHER 
DIRECTLY OR THROUGH THEIR NATIONALS, THAT ARE HELPING TO PERPET- 
UATE THE PRESENT SITUATION IN NAMIBIA, TO REFRAIN FROM SUCH 
ACTIVITIES; 
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11. DEMANDS THE IMMEDIATE RELEASE OF ALL POLITICAL PRISONERS 
HELD, AND IN PARTICULAR THOSE WHO ARE SUSPECTED OF SYMPATHIZING 
WITH SWAPO; 

12. ENDORSES THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE DECLARATION OF 
DAKAR AND THE PROGRAMME OF ACTION ANNEXED THERETO, AND IN 
PARTICULAR: 

(A) CONDEMNS THE SO-CALLED WINDHOEK CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE; 

(B) RECOMMENDS THAT THE COMPETENT INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
AND MEMBER STATES WHOULD SUPPORT SWAPO; 

(C) REQUESTS THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO INVITE THE 

UNITED NATIONSL COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA TO STUDY, IN CONSULTATION 
WITH SWAPO, THE POSSIBILITY FOR NAMIBIA TO BECOME A PARTY 
TO INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND, IN 
PARTICULAR, TO THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON THE SUPPRESSION 
AND PUNISHMENT OF THE CRIME OF APARTHEID. 

13. RECOMMENDS THAT THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD INTENSIFY ITS CO- 
OPERATION BY SUPPLYING HUMANITARIAN AID, PARTICULARLY IN THE 
FORM OF MEDICINES AND FOODSTUFFS, TO THE NEIGHGBORING COUNTRIES 
OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA; 

14. DECIDES THAT THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS SHOULD 
CONTINUE TO STUDY THE POLICIES AND PRACTICES WHICH VILATE HUMAN 
RIGHTS IN WOUTHERN AFRICA, NAIBIA AND SOUTHERN RHODESIA; 

15. REQUESTS THE GROUP TO SUBMIT ON ITS FINDINGS TO THE COMMISSION 
AT ITS THIRTY-FIFTH SESSION AT THE LATEST, AND TO SUBMIT A 
PROGRESS REPORT TO IT AT ITS THIRTY-FOURTH SESSION: 

16. DECIDES TO RENEW THE MANDATE OF THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP 
OF EXPERTS, COMPOSED OF THE FOLLOWING EXPERTS ACTING IN THEIR 
PERSONAL CAPACITY:

MR. BRANIMIR IANKOVIC (YOUGSLAVIA), 

MR. AMJAD ALI (INDIA), 

MR. ANNAN ARKYIN CATO (GHANA),

MR. FELIX ERMACORA (AUSTRIA); 

17. INVITES THOSE MEMBERS STATES WHICH HAVE NOT YET DONE SO TO 
ACCEDE TO THE INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON THE SUPRESSION AND 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PUNISHMENT OF THE CRIME OF APARTHEID: 

19. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL, IN ACCORDANCE WITH RESOL- 
UTIONS 5 (XXXI) AND 8 (XXXII) OF THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS, 

TO CONTINUE HIS CONTACTS WITH A VIEW TO THE ORGANIZATION 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, IF POSSIBLE IN 1977, OF A SYMPOSIUM ON THE 
MATTERS REFERRED TO IN PARAGRAPH 20 OF THE CONCLUSIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE REPORT OF THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF 
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EXPERTS (E/CN.4/1 159); 

19. RECOMMEND THAT THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL SHOULD ADOPT 
THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION: 

"THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL 

"TAKING NOTE OF RESOLUTION ... OF THE COMMISSON ON HUMAN RIGHTS, 

" APPROVES THE DECISION TAKEN BY THE COMMISSION TO EXTEND THE 
MANDATE OF THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS; 

"20. EXPRESSES ITS COMPLETE SATISFACTION TO THE AD HOC WORKING

"22. DECIDES THAT THE GROUP'S REPORTS SHOULD BE BROUGHT TO THE 
ATTENTION OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY WITHOUT DEALY; 

"23. REQUEST THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO GIVE ALL DUE PUBLICITY TO 
THE REPORT OF THE AD HOC WORKING GROUP OF EXPERTS (E/CN.4/1222) 

AND TO FURNISH ALL NECESSARY ASSISTANCE TO THE GROUP TO ENABLE 
IT TO FULFIL ITS MANDATE." CATTO 
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
